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SUMMARY

S. 2064 would reauthorize expenditures of the Environmental Dispute Resolution Fund,
which pays for the operations of the U.S. Institute for Environmental Dispute Resolution.
Current law authorizes the appropriation of about $1 million a year through 2002 to that
fund. S. 2064 would authorize the appropriation of $4 million ayear from fiscal year 2004
through 2008. The funding would be for operating costs and a new grant program to help
nonfederal entities, such as state and local and tribal governments, use the services of the
institute.

Assuming appropriation of the amounts authorized in S. 2064, CBO estimates that
implementing the bill would cost $14 million over the 2004-2007 period. S. 2064 would not
affect direct spending or receipts; therefore, pay-as-you-go procedures would not apply.

S. 2064 containsno intergovernmental or private-sector mandatesasdefined inthe Unfunded
Mandates Reform Act (UMRA) and would impose no costs on state, local, or tribal
governments.
